Tokio, Nov. 2.—Incessantly for more 


than ^ week hundreds of Japanese 
jslege guns have been battering at tho 
'ramparts'of Fort Arthur. The rain of 
shells continues. Enormous damage 
lias been done to.the fortifications.

bardment: heavier than at any tlmo 
since tho beginning, of the siege. 


Every day-more than l.ono shells 


are directed at tho forts that Ho di- 
rectly In tho path cf tho Japanese,'at 


. tho.town of Port Arthur Itself, and at 


tho warships In the harbor. Nothing 
escapes the-delude of shells. ' 


The roar'of the -cannonade, th6 In- 


cessant thunder of the guns on each

"Simultaneously with the ocupaticn 


of the places from which the Rus- 
sians had been driven tho enemy post- 
ed in the forts in their vicinity. In 
conjunction with the forts on West

den hill. Pal Tub mountain, and I.ao- 
llnchutt, .concentrated his fire against 
tho. points., where our assaults were 
progressing. 


"Tho sound of our cannonade, -the 


flrc from the guns of 'tlio enemy and 
the bursting.'of shells made an Im-

"On the'Bamo flight, with the object

' Rev. Irl Hicks, basing his weather 
predictions upon astronomical move- 
ments, gives In his almanac the po- 
sjtlons and changes of tho planets 
during each month. 
He says: The 


planets Mercury. Venus and Mars all 
reach their 
aphelion, or 
points, of 


greatest distance from the sun dur- 
ing November . Venus Is In aphelion 
on the 12th, Mercury on tho 
13th\ 


and Mars on the 29th. It Is not a 
common thing for these or any three 
planets to come to these points so 
near the same time. , It Is not known 
just what the physical or trieteor- 
loglcal effects 
of such 
conjunction 


will bo • but thnt noticeable 
results 


will follow is undoubted and carefuf 
observation will determine their ex- 
act nature. These things are men- 
tioned so that all 
those who arb 


seeking information along this lino 
will grasp the clue. The problem Is 
too deep and too wide to be fully 
solved In the scope of one genera- 
tion, even with the combined thought 
and observation of all those who will 
unite In tho great and far reaching 
work. According to well established 
astronomical laws three (members of 
the solar system cannot reach'simul- 
taneously either their least or great- 
est distance from tlio sun 
without 


corresponding 
perturbations In tho 


sun and .other planets. 


The planet'Mercury having passed 


superior conjunction on October 30, 
by November 30th ho will be quite 
up to'the line of sunset, but his near- 
ness to the. sun will preclude 
the 


possibility of seeing him. except by 
telescopic professionals, during ' tula 
month. He Is also In the part of his 
orbit where his motion Is compara- 
tively slow, hence he'will not come 
to.his greatest declination east until 
December 14th.

' The three most attractive and con- 
spicuous planets—Venus, Jupiter and 
Saturn—will be In position for gooo 
seeing all the month.
